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Crops having an ag wee, farm value of 817 million dollars were produced in 
Tllinois during 1945, according to the ILLINOIS and FEDERAL DEPARTMENTS OF: 
AGRICULTURE, The value of this year's crop production is the largest since 1919, 
and compares with the 1944 crop valuation of 783 million dollars. This marks the 
seventh consecutive year that aggregate farm value of Illinois crops has exceeded 
the previous year. 


Total Hevyestad acreage was slightly smaller than that of a year ago due 
primarily to adverse weather at planting time. Yields from corn, oats, and hay were 
higher than last year, ‘but lower from soybeans and winter wheat, Hay seed yields 
were higher than in 1944 with the exception of red clover, All of the major crojs 
and most others made yields up to average or better. Corn and wheat were of poor 
quality while oats and soybeans graded high, 


Corn production was down from last year due to curtailment of acreage, but the 
decline was offset-by increased tonnage of simall grains. Oats were an exceptionally 
good crop in 1945 and production was 57 percent larger than that of the preceding 
year. «A new record high in soybean production was established, although per acre 
yields were not up to expectatioris, Near record hay yields more than compensated 
for a 6 percent decline in acreage. A total of 3.7 million tons were produced this 
year compared with 3.5 million tons a year carlier, The peach crop was nearly a 
third larger than average, but production of other fruits was well below avera Ages) 
Conditions were generally favorable for commercial truck crops that benefit from a 
cool season. 


Production of corn, estimated to have been 391 million bushels, was dovm 4 per- 
cent from last year, but 12 percent larger than the ten-year average. Rather marked 
acreage reductions developed, particularly. in Southern Illinois, because of excessiv 

precipitation throughout the spring. Average planting dates in various sections 
ranged from two to. four weeks later than usual, The summer was fairly favorable 
except for droughty conditions during late August and early September in parts of 
west central and southwestern Illinois. Considerable corn was lodged, especially in 
the west central area, due to the combined effect of extensive corn borer infesta— 
tions and driving rains occurring the last half of September, About a third of the 
Crop was caught by frost before fully matured resulting in the poorest quality since 


ing progress gencrally was the slowest in years because of slow drying of high 


Se 1935. The frost damaged corn runs from soft to chaffy with low test weight. Husk— 


moisture corn, a Situation aggravated by unusual and delayed development of second- 
ary cars and nubbins even in fields otherwise normally developed. Lodging and wet 
fields increased difficulties of picker operation and much more gleaning and hand 
© picking than usual was necessary. Only two-thirds had been harvested by December 1 
compared with 85 to 90 percent normally. 


The soybean crop at 74 million bushels is a new record high and compares with 
73 million bushels produced a yoar ago and the ten-year avorage of 39 :illion 
bushels. The crop was above average in quality. Average planting dates were much 
: jJater than usual, particularly in Southern Dllinois where a considerable acreage 
> ‘intended for corn was shifted to beans. Moderate temperatures and an ample backlog 
of moisture led to good germination. Except for areas suffering subsequently from 
drought the crop meade generally good progress, Excessive rainfall and wind from

Value of truck crops produced in Illinois during 1945 for fresh market use 
and for processing exceeded 15 million dollars, This value was about 22 percent 
larger than in the previous year and was nore than double the 10-year (1934-43) 
average. The acreage harvested during 1945 was about 2 percent less than in 1944. 
and was also slightly under the 10-year average, 


The 1945 season was generally favorable for conmercial truck crops that. 
benefit from a cool season, Conditions in central and northern Illinois during the 
1945 season were much more favorable than in the southern vart of the State, . An - 
extremely adverse spring season, mainly the result of excessive rainfall, reduced’ 
acreage and lowered yields of truck crops in southern Illinois, In most up-State 
areas, the growing season was shorter than usual, Rainfall during the March thru 
June period averaged above normal in all sections of the State, Excessive rainfall 
also occurred during the last 3 weeks of September. Temperatures in March were 
unusually mild (nearly as warm as normal for April) while in May, June, and Tah 
they eed well below normal, 


The early spring resulted in an carlier than usual start in the harvest 
of asparagus and strawberries, Excessive rainfall delayed planting of spring seeded 
crops. Growth of these crops was’ slow due to cool temperatures in May, June, and . 
July and harvest started considerably later than usual, Qwlity of asparagus and 
of most crops that do well -.in a cool season was above average, 


Record crops of asparagus, carrots, and green peas (for processing) were 
produced this year.» Crops of cabbage for fresh market and tomatoes for processing 
were the second largest of record. Sweet corn tonnage for processing was about 14 
‘percent larger than last year and 2 perccnt above average. Production of dry onions 
was more than a third lareer than in 1944 and aso above average, Production of snap 
beans, cantaloups, cucumbers, tomatoes, and watermelons was below average.

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; & fall vig okt in dvs 16 percent larger than that of 1944 and a 
prospective increase of 5 percent in 1946 spring farrowings over those of 1945 are 
highlights of the December 1 survey of the ILLINOIS and U, S, DEPARTMENTS of 
AGRICULTURE, The fall crop of 3,691,000 pigs compares with the 1944, fall cron of 
3,178,000 and the 10-year average of 2,875,000 pigs. Combining the spring and fall 
crops indicates 9,070,000 pigs raised in Illinois during 1945, This is 6 percent 
above the 1944 total, 22 percent above the 10-year average, but 18 percent below 
the peak total of 11,009,000 pigs raised in 1943, These estimates are based on 
individual reports from farmers collected by Illinois rural mail carriers. 


There were 574,000 sows farrowing in the 1945 fall season, or 16 percent 
more than a year earlier, Breeding intentions reports in the June l Pig Report 
indicated an increase of 17 percent. The size of litters averaged 6.43 pigs saved 
this fall and'6.42 pigs 4 year ago. lionthly distribution of farrowings this fall 
was little different from that in the 1944 fall season, but was somevhat earlier 
than the average of preceding years. 


Illinois farmers reported intentions to breed 876,000 sows to farrow in 
the spring season of 1946, That would be an increase of 5 percent over the 834,000 
farrowed during the 1945 spring season, ABSUMINg the number of pigs sawed per 
litter will equal the 10-year average; the 1945 spring crop will total 5,405,000 
pigs. The 1945 spring crop totaled 5,379,000 pigs.

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Value of truck crops produced in Illinois during 1946 for fresh market use 
and for processing was over 15 million dollars, slightly less than 1945, but 92 
percent above the 1935-44 average. The acreage harvested in 1945 was 10 percent 
greater than in 1945, and 9 percent above the 1935-44 average, 


The 1946 season commenced with above normal March and April temperatures, 
resulting in rapic development and early harvest of asparagus and strawberries, 
although extensive damage was done to strawberries hy killing frests in April. 
Excessive rainfall in early May damaged the quality of the strawberries that did set 
and ripen. A cool, wet May caused peor germination and growth of creps such as beans, 
melons, cucumbers and early tematoes, although it was favorable for early growth 
of onionsy spinach, and cabbage. 


The growing season was not marred by any excessively hot perinds. However, 
dry weather beginning in July, particularly in northeastern Illinois, was unfavor- 
able for most crops, especially late cabbage, and carrots, Conl wet weather in 
August slowed the ripening of melens, but subsequent fall weather was favorable for 
late spinach and late tomatoes and provided an unusually long: growing harvesting sea- 
hai son. 
Although production of truck crops fell slightly below last year's, the 
northeastern part of the State was the section most adversely affected, because 
of droughty conditions after July lst. 


Production in 19465 was greater than that of last year for 211 truck crops 
except snap beans, cabbage, carrots, and strawberries. Cantaloup preduction was 
up 50 percent, and that of tomatoes for fresh market was 36 percent higher than in 


19456 


Record crops of asparagus and processing tomatoes were produced this year. 
Both acreage and yield of tometoes crown for processing were new highs, The 1946 
yield of 7.0 tons per acre compares with the previous high of 5.8 tons in 1939. . 
Production of sweet corn for processing surpvassed the 1945 production by 6 percent 
and was above average. Production of snap beans, cabbage, early fall spinach, 
strawberries; and watermelons, as well as cucumbers for pickles, was below the 
lO-year average 1935-44.

PaaS Total value of all principal crops produced in Illinois during 1947 was an 
all-time record of 1.3 billion dollars, and 8 percent above the previous high estab- 
1946/4713 shea last year. Rising farm commodity prices more than offset, dollarwise, the 
cee combined effect of sharp reductions in yield of the three major crops (corn, soy= 
beans, and oats) and a slight curtailment of total harvested acreage. Illinois leads 
all states in 1947 corn production. Abnormalities of weather made farming difficult 
and the season was disappointing from the standpoint of crop production. It was 
brightened in part by excellent yields from wheat, hay, and tree fruits and weather 
favoring harvest of small grains and row crops. A total of 14.3 million tons of grain, 
») including soybeans, was produced during the past year, compared with 19.7 million tons 
a year ago and the ten-year (1936-45) average of 15.2 million. Production of hay and 
other forage at 5.4 thousand tons was 3 percent less than that of 1946 and 7 percent 
below the ten-year average. Production of tree fruit was nearly a third larger than 
last year andalmost half again as large as the ten-year average. 


A late wet spring delayed planting and early growth of all spring sowm 
crops, forced changes in cropping plans, and was adverse for early haying, culti- 
vation, and other general field work, Excessive rainfall persisted to the end of 
June resulting in increasing flood losses in the Mississippi River bottom lands 
from Quincy southward. Drought followed in early July to continue more or less 
unabated for 8 to 10 weeks. This was a favorable turn in its early stage for all 
plant growth, haying, and small grain harvest, but when combined with extreme heat 
from late July until mid-August it caused a sharp reduction of the yield outlook 
for most late summer and fall harvested crops, particularly the major crops -- corn 
and soybeans, also oats in central and southern Illinois, All areas were affected 
to some extent but damage was greatest in an area bounded on the west by the 
Mississippi River from Hancock to Randolph Counties and extending northeastward 
to the Indiana line in upper Hast Central Illinois. Rainfall relieved the situation 
in Southeastern Illinois, the Springfield and Kankskee sections, and limited areas 
elsewhere in mid-August, but the drought was not broken generally until early 
September. Showers at this time improved soil conditions for fal plowing and seeding 
of a sharply increased acreage of fall sown wheat. Mild open weather extending 
beyond November 1 permitted even the late end of the corn and soybean crops to reach 
maturity without serious frost damage. 


The Illinois corn crop, reduced to 3&3 million bushels by summer heat and 
drought, was only two-thirds as large as last year's record crop and ten percent 
below the ten-year average. Wet weather delayed planting in all areas and caused 
@ marked acreage reduction in west central and lower east central counties. The 
acreage remained about the same or slightly smaller than last year in most other 

es areas and the State showed a net decline of two percent. Considerable replanting 
was necessary and scattered losses occurred throughout the State due to overflow 
of streams and the prolonged presence of sheet water. Flooding of the Mississippi 
bottoms in late June destroyed thirty to forty thousand acres of corn mostly between 
Quincy and Chester. The State yield, at 39.5 bushels per acre, is the lowest since 
1936, 17.5 bushels less than the all-time high made a year ago, and 6.3 bushels below 
the ten-year (1936-45) average. This was a year of extreme variation in yields with 
good and poor crops often occurring in adjoining fields. No major area in the State 
” escaped without drought and heat damage, although northwestern and southeastern 
9 Illinois fared best. Poorly filled ears and shallow kernels were common. An early 
frost was potentially a serious threat to a third of this year's crop, but above 
normal temperatures to early November favored ripening and drying without frost 
— damage with limited: northern exceptions. Picking was slow starting, but was near 
average by December 1, at four-fifths completed and the remainder has been largely 
2 secured since. | 


.- o Soybean production at 65 million bushels is down 16 percent from the 
record crop produced a year ago, although 30 percent larger than the ten-year 

t average. Acreage harvested was 9 percent larger than that of last year offsetting 
in part a marked decline in yield per acre. The average yield for the State, 
estimated to have been 18.0 bushels per acre, was 5.5 bushels less than that for 
1946, and 2.6 bushels less than the ten-year average. Planting was delayed with 
a scattering of fields sown after mid-July. Yields were cut sharply by the hot dry 
‘ ‘~ August weather which caught the larger part of the crop in the critical podding 
a? stage. Heavy weed growth also limited the yield possibilities. Top growth was 
generally short, although podding was surprisingly good. Following a late start

during the first week of October combining proceeded rapidly and was 90 percent 
completed by the end of the month, Weeds created mechanical difficulties in the 
harvest operation and resulted in heavier dockage than usual. Moisture content 
was low and quality otherwise generally satisfactory, although not equal to that 
of last year's crop.

ILLINOIS TRUCK CROP_SUMMARY_FOR_1946 AND 1947_ 


Illinois produced a little over 14 million dollars worth of truck crops during 
1947, or about one-half million dollars less than during 1946, as a result of a 28 percent 
smaller total production. Although fresh market production was down 16 percent, the prices 
a enough to offset this reduction and show a $1,500,000 increase in value over 1946. 
Piowever, production of truck crops for processing was down 32 percent, with the prices up 
only slightly, causing the value of processing crops to be $2,000,000 less than a year ago. 


“ Prices of green peas, pickle cucumbers, and sweet corn, for processing, and of 
cantaloups reached record highs. Fresh market asparagus, cabbage, cantaloups, carrots, 
cucumbers, onions, spinach, fresh market tomatoes, watermelons, green peas, and sweet corn 
all brought higher prices than in 1946.. Sweet corn, fresh market tomate s, and cucumbers 
moved up only slightly, while the prices of cabbage and onions more than doubled. Process- 
ing tomatoes, strawberries, processing asparagus, and snap beans showed lower prices in 


1947. 


With the spring season about two weeks later than usual, plant development 
was retarded enough that there was little frost damage. The last killing frost occurred 
May 10, although there was a light frost in scattered areas on May 30. February 1947 was 
the driest on record,- but in April, May, and June rainfall was excessive. Temperatures 
were below normal from February through July, followed by hot weather which produced the 
hottest August and October on record. The drought which developed in July continusd until 
about September 21, although at the close of August scattered rains brought temporary relief 
to perts of the State. The season ended with a late fall, and above normal temperatures and 
sunshine. 


Above average yields of asparagus, carrots, onions, strawberries, processing 
peas, and canning tomatoes were produced, with the yields of carrots, strawberries, and 
peas exceeding those in 1946. Snap beans and cabbage yields while higher than in 1946 
were below average. The total value of production was the highest on record for asparagus, 
cabbage, cantaloups, onions, and strawberries.

Truck Crops for Fresh Market: The value of 25 commercial vegetable crops pro- 
duced in the United States for fresh market in 1947 was the second highest of record <= © 
598 million dollars, compared with the record 625 million in 1945. Higher prices account 
for the greater value in 1947 than in 1946. Tonnage of these crops was 12 percent less 
than in 1946, although 15 percent above average, while the acreage was 10 percent less 
than the 2 million acres for harvest in 1946. Sweet corn, kale, lettuce, and watermelons 
were the only cropsfor which 1947 production exceeded both 1946 and average. Production 
of beets, Honey Ball melons, green peas, shallots, and spinach was below both 1946 and 
average, while production of artichokes and asparagus was above that of 1946, but below 
average. 


Truck Crops for Commercial Processing: Although the 1947 United States total 
production of 5.5 million tons of 11 truck crops for commercial processing was 13 per- 
cent less than the 1946 record high, it was 21 percent above average. Only beets for 
canning, cabbage for sauerkraut, and spinach were below average in production, and only 
green lima beans production was greater than in 1946. Harvested acreage of the process- 
ing crops was 1.8 million acres. Yields were above average for asparagus, green ima 
beans, cucumbers for pickles, green peas, spinach, and tomatoes, but below average for 
snap beans, beets for canning, cabbage for sauerkraut, sweet corn, and pimentos.

ILLINOIS: Numbers of all classes of livestock on Illinois farms except sheep were 
smaller on January 1, 1948 than a year earlier. Even though numbers of 
livestock declined, the farm inventory value of all livestock was 10 percent higher 
than a year earlier as a result of increased values per head for cattle, sheep, hogs, 
and turkeys. The total value of all livestock on Illinois farms was $735,115,000 on 
January 1 in comparison to $667,847,000 a year ago, according to the Illinois and 
U. 8. Departments of Agriculture. The present value is twice that of the ten-year 
(1937-46) average. The sharpest declines in numbers during the past year were in 
horses and mules. Cattle, hog, and chicken numbers declined 5, 4, and 3 percent 
respectively while turkey numbers declined 10 percent. Sheep were the only species 
of livestock which increased in number and their 2 percent increase was the result of 
a larger number on feed. The number of stock sheep was down 2 percent. 


All hog numbers were estimated at 5,657,000 head this year, a reduction of 4 percent 
from the 5,893,000 head a year ago. Present hog numbers are 26 percent less than the 
high number reached in 1944. Even though present hog numbers are substantially below 
the high level of the war period, they are above the level of pre-war years. During 
the period 1937-46, the average January 1 number of hogs was 5,616,000 head, almost 

1 percent less than the present number. The reduction in numbers from a year ago was 


heaviest for sows and gilts which were down 14 percent. The average value per hog 


was $46.70, an increase of $7.50 per head over a year ago and the total value of. hogs 
was $264,182,000, an increase of $33,176,000 over a year ago and more than 24 times 
the ten-year average. 


All cattle totaled 3,138,000 head, a reduction of 5 percent from the 3,303,000 head 

a year earlier and 6 percent from the record high number in 1945. Present numbers are 
more than 4 percent above the 1937-46 average number. Dairy stock accounted for 54 
percent of the total cattle and showed less than a 2 percent reduction. Cattle on 
feed January 1 were down 20 percent from a year ago. Value per head of all cattle at 
$132.00 is up $18.00 from a year earlier and total valuation at $414,216,000 is 
$37,674,000 above a year ago. The 1937-46 average value per head was $61.60 and the 
average total valuation was $188,934,000 which was less than half the present 
valuation. 


' Milk cows were estimated at 1,086,000 head, a reduction of 3 percent from a year ago 


and the smallest number since 1992. Yearling dairy heifers increased 10 percent in 
number while dairy purpose calves declined 6 percent. Milk cows had a total valuation 
of $194,394,000 with a value per head of $179.00 against $161.00 a year ago and the 
ten-year average of $84.70. 


Stock sheep continue to decline in numbers and the estimated 449,000 head on farms 
this year was the lowest number since 1925. Stock sheep numbers declined 2 percent 
during the past year. Sheep and lambs on feed were estimated at 231,000 head or 10 
percent above the 210,000 head a year earlier. All sheep were valued at $12,291,000 
in comparison to $10,093,000 a year ago and the ten-year average of $7,439,000. 


Work stock liquidation continues with horse and mule numbers less than half the 
numbers on farms in 1940. There were 249,000 head of horses on January 1, down 16 
percent from a year ago and mules at 23,000 head are down 23 percent. This year's 
inventory value of work stock was $13,926,000 against $17,732,000 a year ago and the 
ten-year average of $47,951,000. 


Chickens declined 3 percent during the past year to an estimated 22,281,000 birds 
which compares with the ten-year average of 24,234,000 birds. The average value per 
head of $1.33 was down from $1.37 a year ago and the total valuation of $29,634,000 
compares with $31,583,000 a year ago and the ten-year average of $21,684,000. 


Turkey -numbers at 122,000 birds were down 10 percent from last year's 135,000 birds 
but were the same as the ten-year average. During the year the value per bird rose 
from $6.60 to $7.10 while the total valuation declined $25,000 to $866,000. 


U. 5S, SUMMARY: The number of livestock on farms and ranches declined during 1947 to 

the lowest level since 1939. Numbers have dropped 4 years in 
succession since reaching the all-time peak on January 1, 1944. The decline during 
1947 was somewhat larger than in 1945 and 1946 but less than in 1944. For the second 
year in a row, numbers of each species of livestock and of chickens and turkeys were 
lower at the end of the year than at the beginning. 


The decline in livestock and poultry numbers is attributable to various causes. High 

prices for meat animals encouraged marketing, resulting in a heavy rate of slaughter 

in relation to inventory numbers. Reduced feed supplies in the last half of the year

PIG CROP REPORT - DECEMBER 1947 


ILLINOIS: The 1947 Illinois pig crop totaled 8,809,000 head, almost 2 percent over 
1946 and 8 percent above the 10-year, 1936=45, average, the Illinois and 
Us ‘Ss, Departments of Agriculture report. Since 1930, the 1947 pig crop has been ex- 
ceeded in only three years and those occurred during the war period. This fall's pig 
crop amounted to 3,373,000 head, 4 percent above a year earlier and 5 percent above 
the 10-year average. Last spring's pig crop was 5,436,000 head, about the same as 
the 1946 spring pig crop and 10 percent above the lO-year average spring pig crop. 

) According to farmers intentions on December 1, there will be 13 percent fewer sows 
farrowed on Illinois farms this coming spring than last year which will be less than 
any year since 1941 and will be a smaller number than the 10-year average by 1 per- 
cent. This report is based upon 6,500 returns from livestock farmers obtained in 
cooperation with the Post Office Department through the rural mail carriers. 


There were 2 percent fewer fall sows farrowed this year (June 1 to December 1) than 
farmers intended on June 1, At that time it was expected that there would be 10 per- 
cent more sows farrowed this fall than in the fall of 1946, The December 1 survey 
indicated a total of 527,000 fall sows, or 8 percent more than a year ago. The in- 
crease in the number of sows farrowed was partially offset by smaller sized litters 
this fall which accounts for the increase of only 4 percent over that of a year ago 
for the 1947 fall pig crop. The average size of fall litters for 1947 at 6.40 com- 
pares with 6.62 in 1946 and is the same as the l0-year average. Weather this fall 
during the months of August, September, and October was favorable for farrowings 
and the pigs have made rapid growth since their birth. 


The monthly distribution of sow farrowings shows a larger proportion farrowed during 
August and a smaller proportion during July and September than in 1946. The propor- 
tions of the sows farrowed by months were as follows: June, 10.6 percent; July, 7.7 
percent; August, 21.9 percent; mee” 37.7 percent; October, 17.6 percent; and 

November, 4.5 percent. 


If farmers carry out their present intentions, there will be about 791,000 sows 
farrowed next spring (December 1 to June 1). This is a reduction of 13 percent from 
the 1946 spring farrowings. On the basis of the 10-year average of 6.21 pigs per 
litter the spring pig crop would amount to about 4,912,000 head. This would be 1 per- 
cent below the lO-year average and 10 percent less than the 1946 spring pig crop. 


Reports from farmers indicate 9 percent fewer hogs over 6 months old on farms on 
December 1 than a year ago. Since the 1947 spring pig crop was about the same as a 
year earlier, it is evident that the 1947 spring pigs have moved to market faster 
than a year ago. 


UNITED STATES: The 1947 pig crop totaled 84,138,000 head, an increase of about 1 per- 
cent over last year. The spring pig crop was only slightly larger 

than last year. The fall pig crop of 31,352,000 head was 3 percent larger than last 
year. A decrease of 11 percent from last spring is indicated in the number of sows 

to farrow in the spring of 1948. The number of hogs over 6 months old on farms and 
ranches on December 1 was smaller than last year despite the slightly larger spring 
pig crop this year. Marketings from the spring pig crop were relatively heavy tnis 
fall. 


The number of sows farrowing in the 1947 fall season was 4,908,000, an increase of 
195,000 head or 4 percent from 1946. This number is about 7 percent below the 10-ye» 
average. It is about 5 percent smaller than indicated by farmers! reports on bresdir 
intentions as shown in the June 1947 Pig Crop Report. The 6.39 pigs per litter is 

l percent below the 1946 number of 6.48, but is 1 percent above the lO-year average 

of 6.32. Farmers’ reports on breeding intentions indicate about 7,752,000 sows to 
farrow in the spring of1948, a decrease of 11 percent from last year. This would be 

8 percent below the 10-year average and the smallest number of spring farrowings 

since 1938,

ILLINOIS ANNUAL CROP SUMMARY - DECEMBER 1948 


The 1948 crop season was one of the most favorable in Illinois history. 
Record or near record yields for virtually all crops combined with the largest 
total harvested acreage since World War I years resulted in an aggregate crop 
output probably unsurpassed. The total of 20.4 million acres harvested has been 
exceeded twice previously, in 1918 and 1919. Crops produced this season are 
valued at 1.3 billion dollars, slightly short of the record made a year earlier. 
Declining prices of farm commodities more than offset the sharp increase in 
volume of crops produced. 


Corn yield at 61 bushels per acre tops by 4 bushels the previous record high 
established in 1946. The total production of 550 million bushels is also an all time 
high. It exceeds the previous record set in 1946 by 44 million bushels and is 62 
percent larger than 1947 production. The crop was largely planted during the 
latter half of May. Dry weather during this period and extending beyond mid-June 
retarded germination in some areas but the situation was corrected with the 
occurrence of showers in late June. Above normal rainfall in July provided an 
excellent reserve of subsoil moisture which carried the crop through the later 
drought extending from August to the end of the season. Harvest got under way 
rapidly during October and, although showers occurred toward the end of the 
month and throughout much of November, only about 5 percent remained in the 
field in mid-December, mostly in southern counties. The crop matured fully 
before frost and is of excellent quality generally, although in the northernmost three to 
four tiers of counties warm humid weather in early November caused widespread 
development of mold on corn still in the field as well as that cribbed. Scattered 
spoilage has occurred in the northern area as well as in upper east central coun- 
ties, but the volume so affected is insignificant relative to total production. A 
considerable part of the corn, particularly from central Illinois northward carries 
more moisture than growers would like and due to the unprecedented size of the 
crop much of it is in unsuitable makeshift storage. Such corn will have to be 
moved or fed before the occurrence of any prolonged period of warm weather if 
serious spoilage losses are to be avoided. 


This year’s soybean crop of 78.5 million bushels is the largest ever produced 
having nosed the 1946 crop into second place by half a million bushels. Yield per 
acre, at 24.0 bushels, is 2.6 bushels above the ten year average and has been 
exceeded by only the 1939 yield of 24.5 bushels per acre. Most of this year’s 
acreage was planted by mid-June and although complete germination was retarded 
by the dry topsoil, particularly in central and east central counties, stands evened 
up remarkably with the coming of showers toward the end of June and then made 
excellent progress the rest of the season. The exterior symptoms of brown stem 
rot became apparent in late August throughout much of the State. The incidence of 
the disease was heaviest in a belt extending across lower central Illinois, the area 
having the greatest concentration of soybeans. Maturity was hastened somewhat 
and some growers found yields short of earlier expectations. Combining started 
sooner than usual. Nearly a third of the crop was harvested by October 1, and 
only ten to fifteen percent remained in the field on November 1. This year’s soy- 
beans are of fine quality and low in moisture. 


Winter wheat yielded 24.0 bushels per acre, half a bushel above the highest 
previously recorded, and 5.8 bushels larger than the ten year average. Production 
of 39.8 million bushels is the largest since 1938 and 38 percent greater than 1947 
production. The crop came through the winter in excellent condition and was 
favored with ample moisture for early spring growth. Clear warm weather from 
mid-May through most of June brought the major part of the crop to maturity with 
minimum damage from fungus diseases. Some harvest problems were created by 
heavy rainfall in July and yields were lowered in some instances by shattering. 
Part of the wheat went to market with an excess of moisture. Despite these 
difficulties, harvest was nearly completed by mid-July in southern Illinois, the 
main wheat area, and was virtually finished generally by August l. 


Oats made 47 bushels per acre, a bushel short of the record high set in 1940 
and 7.6 bushels above the ten year average. Production, placed at 182 million 
bushels, has been exceeded by only three crops grown during the World War I 
period. After being delayed by March rainfall, spring seeding moved rapidly in 
early April--it was three-fourths done by mid-month and finished by the end of the 
period, This was a little late for southern counties but in good time for northern 
Illinois which accounts for the bulk of the State's oats acreage. Ample moisture 
was present for early growth and showers which came at the end of the dry period

ILLINOIS TRUCK CROP SUMMARY FOR 1947 AND 1948 


The 1948 Illinois truck crop production amounted to $17,227,000, representing 
an increase of nearly 4 percent over 1947, and $7,121,000 more than the 1937-46 
average. This resulted from greater total production, together with higher prices 
for some of the crops. The value of fresh market truck crops was $851,000 less 
than in 1947, even though production was [3,400 tons greater. Processing crops had 
a value of $9,951,000 which was 24 percent more than in 1947. Total acreage for all 
purposes was down 7,900 acres from 1947, as the result of smaller processing 
acreage and no change in the fresh market acreage. The tonnage of truck crops pro- 
duced, both fresh market and processing, was greater than last year. 


Prices received were higher than in 1947 for snapbeans, cucumbers, processing 
sweet corn, processing green peas, strawberries, and watermelons, with the prices 
for pickle cucumbers, processing peas, and processing sweet corn the highest on 
record. Yields of asparagus, cabbage, sweet corn, onions, green peas, strawberries, 
early fresh market tomatoes, and processing tomatoes were above the 1937-46 
average. 


The 1948 growing season was favorable. The last killing frost in the Spring came 
on May 8, confined mostly to the northern third of the State. The first killing frost 
of the Fall occurred October 18, and covered the entire State. First marketings of 
the year began March 26 when small amounts of spinach moved from southern Illinois, 
and these were followed by asparagus on April8and9when light cuttings commenced. 
During the growing season there were two dry periods--mid-May to mid-June, and 
mid-August to the third week in September. Heavy rains early in the Spring and again 
in July built up subsoil moisture so that there was no appreciable drought damage. 
Northeastern Illinois was an exception in that there was a monthly deficiency of rain- 
fall from June through October, and it resulted in some damage to truck crops in that 
area. During May, June and July temperatures over Illinois were normal to slightly 
below, while from August through November the temperatures averaged above normal. 
The hottest weather came the last half of August although there were no prolonged 
periods of excessive heat. Insect damage during the year was light and confined to 
smallareas. Truck crops were harvested with little difficulty.

ILLINOIS LIVESTOCK AND POULTRY INVENTORY - JANUARY 1, 1949 


Cattle and hog numbers on Illinois farms January 1, 1949, were each one 
percent larger than on January 1 a year ago, but each of the other species of 
livestock including poultry showed a smaller population according to the annual 
livestock inventory report of the Illinois and U. S. Departments of Agriculture. 
The slight gain in cattle and hog numbers brought them up to about the 1938-47 
average level but all other species were considerably below average. Total value 
of all livestock on January 1 was 768 million dollars, a record high, compared 
with 722 million a year ago and the average of 407 million dollars. 


The all cattle population of 3,069,000 was up one percent from last year but 
with that exception was the smallest since 1941. The gain over last year was due 
almost entirely to an increase in the number of beef animals particularly steers 
one year old and over which reflects the larger number of cattle in feed lots. 

Milks cows and heifers 2 years old and over at 1,021,000 head were down 4 percent 
from last year thus continuing the downward trend starting in 1946. There were 
also fewer milk heifers one to two years old but slightly more heifer calves being 
kept for milk cows. Average value per head of all cattle and calves on January 1 
was $152 compared with last year’s inventory value of $132 and the average of 
$68.90 per head. The total inventory value was a little over 466 million dollars or 
16 percent more than the 401 million a year ago and almost 2 and one-half times 
the average of about 189 million dollars. Both values per head and total value were 
the highest of record. 


The 5,714,000 hogs on hand January 1 is one percent larger than the 
5,657,000 on farms a year ago and compares with the 10-year average of 5,800,000 
head. The increase this year is made up entirely of hogs under 6 months old and 
sows and gilts, thus reflecting the slightly larger pig crop last fall and the pro- 
spective increase in the number of sows to farrow this spring. Hogs 6 months old 
and over other than sows and gilts are at the lowest level since 1939. January 1 
value per head was estimated at $42.60, down $4.10 from last year, but still over 
twice the average value of $19.80. Total inventory value amounted to a little over 
243 million dollars, down 21 million from last year’s high record but over twice 
the average of 118 million dollars. 


Continuing the downward trend starting in 1942, the stock sheep and lamb 
population of 405,000 head is now at the lowest point since 1925. This was a drop 
of 5 percent from last year and about a third from average. The number on feed 
showed an even sharper decrease, declining from 242,000 head on January 1 a year 
ago to 169,000 head this January. All sheep on hand January 1, 1949 were valued 
at $11,068,000 compared with $12,096,000 last year and the average of $7,865,000. 


Horses on farms January | amounted to only 212,000 head, mules to only 
18,000. Last year the horse population was 249,000, and there were 23,000 mules. 
There are only half as many horses and mules on farms now as there were 5 years 
ago. In 1913 horse numbers reached a peak with 1,522,000 on farms. Mules reached 
the peak in 1915 with 171,000 head. The value per head of horses on farms January 
1 was $50 compared with $49 a year ago and the average of $70.90. Total value 
of $10,600,000 compares with $12,201,000 a year ago and the average of $35,331,000. 
The value per head of mules was $68, down $7 from last year and $22.60 below 
average. Total value of mules was $1,224,000 compared with $1,725,000 January 1, 
1948 and the average of $5,825,000. 


January 1, 1949 chicken numbers at 21,424,000 head were down 4 percent 
from the 22,281,000 on hand a year ago. This is the lowest January 1 inventory in 
records going back to 1924. The January | inventory value per head was $1.62 com- 
pared with $1.33 last year and the average of 95 cents. Total value amounted to 
$34,707,000 compared with $29,634,000 a year ago and the average of $23,290,000. 


The January 1 turkey population of 88,000 head was the smallest of any 
January 1 since 1937. Last year at that time 122,000 head were on hand. The 
average is 127,000. January 1 value per head at $8.20 was up $1.10 from a year 
ago, over twice the average of $4.02 and the highest of record. Total January 1 
inventory value was $722,000 compared with $866,000 a year ago and the average 
of $537,000.

ILLINOIS PIG CROP REPORT - DECEMBER 1948 


The Illinois pig crop for 1948 totaled 8,919,000 head which is 1 percent 
more than a year earlier and 6 percent above the 1937-46 average for the State, 
reports the Illinois and U. S. Departments of Agriculture. There have been 
larger pig crops than 1948 in only three years since records began in 1925 and 
they were 1942, 1943, and 1945 crops with the record being 1943 when there 
were 11,009,000 pigs saved from farrowings. The 527,000 sows farrowing in 
the fall season is the same as in the fall of 1947. The average of 6.66 pigs saved 
per litter compares with an average of 6.40 pigs per litter from fall farrowings 
in 1947 and the ten-year average of 6.43 pigs. During the spring, 836,000 sows 
farrowed in comparison to 909,000 spring sows in 1947 while the average number 
of pigs saved per spring litter was 6.47 this year, 5.98 pigs in 1947, and 6.27 pigs 
for the ten-year average. On December 1, farmers intended to have farrow 14 
percent more sows next spring than last spring which would make 953,000 sows. 
This report is based upon returns from about 6,200 livestock farmers obtained 
in cooperation with the Post Office Department through the rural mail carriers. 


This year’s number of fall sows farrowing at 527,000 head was the same 
as a year ago while in June farmers reported that they expected to have only 
96 percent as many farrow as in 1947 or 506,000 head. Reports indicate that 
the excellent corn crop and lower feed prices influenced farmers to increase 
their fall farrowings above their June intentions. The 1937-46 average number 
of fall sows farrowing was 516,000 head. With generally favorable weather for 
farrowings during the fall season, June through November, farmers were able to 
Save an average of 6.66 pigs per litter which is a record high and compares with 
6.40 a year ago, the previous record high of 6.62 two years ago, and the ten-year 
average of 6.43 pigs. With record size litters from fall farrowings and near 
record size litters from last spring’s farrowings, the 1948 pig crop was 1 percent 
above the 1947 pig crop and 6 percent above the ten-year average even though 
5 percent fewer sows farrowed during 1948 than in 1947 and only 2 percent more 
in 1948 than the ten-year average. 


The monthly distribution of farrowings during the fall months of 1948 was 
very close to that of a year earlier with slightly larger proportions in July and 
November offset by a smaller proportion in August. 


If farmers carry out their December 1 intentions, there will be 14 percent 
more sows farrowing this coming spring season than last spring making a total 
of 953,000 head. Since 1925 when records began, only in 1943 when 1,094,000 
spring sows farrowed has this number been exceeded. If spring litters average 
about the same size as for the ten-year average, or 6.27 pigs, there will be a 
spring pig crop of about 5,975,000 head. This would give an increase of 10 percent 
over the 1948 spring pig crop and would be 17 percent above the ten-year average.
